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Cloverleaf at Route 93 
may force West Street relocation

Representatives from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works (DPW) laid their cards on the 
table last week. Either West Street 
will be relocated, or it will be dead- 
ended with no southerly access onto 
Route 129, said state engineer Walter 
Gustafson. 

Gustafson was speaking, last 
Wednesday, to a crowd of more than 
100 South Wilmington residents at a 
hearing of the South Wilmington 
Betterment Association. 

His purpose was to explain the 
DPW's most recent plan for the 
relocation and reconstruction of West 
Street and Route 129, the plan which, 
according to Gustafson, Com- 
missioner John Carroll has decided to 
build. 

As part of the project, the DPW also 
plans to reconstruct the intersection 
of Routes 38, 129 and 62 in Wilmington 
Center. 

Every equation has its constants 
and its variables. In this case, the key 
constant is a new cloverleaf ramp 
which will be built at the jundtion of 
Route 129 and 1-93. 

Because West Street's proximity to 
the proposed ramp’s exits and en- 
trances violates current state safety 
standards, the road must be moved, 
Gustafson said. 

The only other option, according to 
Norman Mitchell of Barnes and Jar- 
nis, consultants to the DPW, would be 
to dead-end the southerly portion of 
West Street before it reaches Route 
129. This, however, he admitted, 
could pose a serious access problem 
in the event of an accident or fire. 

Gustafson told the South 
Wilmington residents that the DPW is 
definitely committed to building the 
cloverleaf. 

It is a committment, he said, which 
was made six years ago. The project, 
however, was halted before it actually 
began by the town of Reading which 
questioned the ramps’ impact upon its 
water supply. 

Since that time an Environmental 
Impact Study has been completed to 
provide answers to those questions 
and, in the process of the study, 
Gustafson said, the project was ex- 
tended into Wilmington along Route 
129. 

Before the latest variation of the 
plan can be implemented a new en- 
vironmental study must be done, 
since the plan's two major segments - 
South Wilmington and Wilmington 
Center - had never been considered as 
separate entities. 

A public hearing on the new 
proposal will also be held at a later 
date. 

The DPW expressed a willingness to 
work with South Wilmington residents 
on various design features of the plan. 

It was made clear at the meeting, 
however, that some type of construc- 
tion will take place in South 


Wilmington and in Wilmington Center 
within the next few years. 

‘The proposal, as it stands, incor. 
porates portions of two of the alter: 
natives aired at a public hearing in 
May. It differs in that no construction 
is planned either between Avco and 
Wilmington Center or between the 
center and Richmond Street. 

Also, a divided highway on Lowell 
Street which was part of both alter- 
natives six and 10 would be con 
siderably modified in the new 
proposal. According to Gustafson, 
Lowell Street will be divided only 
between Route 93 and Woodland Drive 
“to make a left turn situation at West 
Street possible." 

Another significant differenct in the 
new proposal is that it redirects much 
of West Street through industrial, 
rather than residential, land, sparing 
the homes of residents in the Suncrest 
Avenue area. 

The proposal, however, would 
probably require the taking of three 
homes on West Street, one home on 
Route 129 across from Lucci's Market 
and the offices of Ken Miller and Al 
Fiorenza. 

It calls for the creation of a one-way 
street on the old West Street, heading 
in the direction of Reading. 

Miller said that the department was 
willing to change this feature of the 
plan, but added that if the street 
remained open to two-way traffic, 
trucks might use it instead of the new 
road as a shortcut to Route 129. 

Other compromises which Gustaf- 
son said the DPW might consider 
were the installation of aerial 
pedways across Route 129 (traffic 
lights and sidewalks have already 
been included in the plan) and the 
elimination of a planned northerly are 
of the new Ests Street on the other 
side of Route 129. 

This extension, which calls for the 
taking of at least one piece or proper- 
ty would run approximately parallel 
to the present street from Route 129 to 
the vicinity of Nickerson Avenue. 

Its purpose, according to. Mitchell, 
is to provied a way for eastbound traf- 
fic from Wilmington center to make a 
left turn onto West Street. Because of 
the median strip, this traffic would 
otherwise have to drive beyond Route 
93, turn around there ard-backtrack 
before entering the northerly end of 
West Street. 

In Wilmington Center, the DPW 
proposes to.depress Route 129 to the 
present level of the B&M railroad bed 
and bring Route 62 over it, as was out- 
lined in what was previously called 
the Early Start Option. A ramp 
roadway would be constructed to ac- 
commodate all turns at the intersec- 
tion. 

Several businesses in Wilmington 
would have to be taken. rs 

At the Wednesday night meeting, 
selectmen Bob Cain, Roeco DePas- 
quale and John Imbimbo were present 


as well as State Representative 
James Miceli and Democratic can- 
didate for representative in precinct 
3, Mike Barrett. 

Much of the discussion on the new 
proposal centered on traffic entering 
Route 129 via Woburn Street from the 
Woburn Industrial Park 

“Cars are already coming over that 
rickety bridge in Woburn and getting 
onto West Street as a way out,”’ said 
one man. “More improvements on 
West Street would further encourage 
this." 

According to Gustafson, however, 
the DPW is now trying to offer im- 
provements in Woburn that would dis- 
courage this. 

“Our role from here on is to resolve 
the problem we have here now and 
what happens way down the road at 
Mishuwam Park is a problem of a 
magnitude we cannot possible settle 
here,” he said 

According to Mitchell, traffic 
counts have shown that three times as 
much traffic enters Woburn Street 
from Eames Street as does from the 
Woburn Industrial Park. 

Miceli, however, said the Com- 
missioner had told him the town’s 
board of selectmen retained the op- 
tion of dead-ending Woburn Street if it 
felt the traffic situation were getting 
out of hand. Gustafson concurred 
with Miceli's statement. 

One lady at the meeting suggested 
that the best answer to traffic 
problems in the West Street area 
would be an access road onto Route 93 
from the Industrial Park. 

“Our whole neighborhood is being 
chewed up on both sides of West 
Street for the convenience of traffic 
from the industrial par,” she said 

However, according to Miceli, the 
current philosophy of the DPW is to 
approve no new interchanges on I-93. 

“We would be deluding outselves to 
hope for this. The DPW thinks of 93 as 
a limited access highway,” he said 

After a thorough discussion of the 
new proposal, the South Wilmington 
Betterment Association recessed. At 
their October meeting, members plan 
to vote on whether or not they will 
support the proposal.

Wildcats must stop

Wilmington and Tewksbury are in- 
volved in the two most interesting 
games in the MVC this week with the 
Wildcats travelling to Andover to 
tangle ‘with the 1-0 Golden Warriors 
and the run and shoot passing attack 
led by Speedy receiver Paul Farnham, 
whom MVC opponents hope is the last 
in a long line of talented Andover 
Farnhams. 

While the Wildcats are coming off a 
surprisingly easy win over a shaky 
Austin Prep team, Tewksbury is 
attempting to come back with some 
measure of confidence intact after a 
disappointing 18-2 setback to Andover 
in a game where the offense couldn't 
control or move the ball and the 
defense just couldn't handle that 
much responsibility at this stage of 
the season.

Tewksbury 14-Methuen 6....There 
was a temptation to pick Methuen in a

Your body 
contains about 10 or 12 pints of blood, and the blood you 
give is quickly replaced. You may safely donate every 
eight weeks 

The entire process usually takes about 30 minutes 
Before you give, a careful medical history is taken, Your 
temperature, blood pressure, pulse and hemoglobin level 
will be checked. After the blood is drawn, it is typed and 
tested for diseases which might be transmitted to the 
receiving patient or patients. This mini-physical actually

benefits the donor as well as the patient, because if any of 
the tests indicate a need for medical attention, the donor is 
referred to his or her personal physician. 

Some units of blood are broken down into components 
to assure maximum utilization. This means that your 
blood donation may actually help several different 
patients. Since whole blood must be used within 21 days of 
donation, and some of the components within a few hours, 
there is always the need for a constant, fresh supply of 
blood to be donated by volunteers in the community 

Blood is one of the doctor’s most valuable tools, and 
many people are alive today because blood was available 
when they needed it 

The Red Cross doesn’t need blood; people do. The Red 
Cross relies entirely on voluntary donors to help 
perpetuate a constant, sufficient blood supply, because 
blood comes from only one source - healthy people who are 
willing to give of themselves.
